VALUABLE INFORMATION.
What should prove to be an excel-

lent beginning in an effort to relieve
the "white slavery" condi-
tions in the states of the union, has
been started in Massachusetts. An
investigation has been made which has
gone to the foundation of the ques-
tion for the securing of facts and from
which results should be obtained. The
investigation has been conducted in a
businesslike manner, free from the
cheap notoriety which is apt to
accompany them and is followed
with recommendations which plan
to attack the places and pro-

prietors, but the fact is not lost
sight of that if conditions which make
such business possible are to be
broken the effort must not be left
to legislation alone. As the reiport
savs: "The fate of our boys and girl3
depends upon the home, the school, the
church and the neighborhood upon
honest and high minded public offi-

cials."'
A particularly important fact which

is revealed by the investigation is
that over half of the women who are
engaged in this business are feeble-
minded. How important the home and
school are to such cannot be d.

It likewise indicates the op-

portunity which exists upon the part
of the authorities to guard against
future dangers while they are yet in
school. The unfortunates of tomorrow
are the schoolchildren of today. The
revelations are therefore particularly
valuable. They are swh as can be put
to excellent use and supply the infor-
mation which will permit of the proper
remedial attention and work, as well
as legislation.

RAILROAD MONOPOLY.
rnere will be, probably always,

much difference of opinion over the
better method for compliance with the
government's idea of railroad owner-
ship, whether it is advisable for all
concerned to reach an amicable ad-

justment in a manner which will sat-
isfy the legal requirements as inter-
preted by the department of Justice,
or whether such should be determined
by the courts. Much depends upon
the attitude which is taken by the rail-

road system from the knowledge which
it has of its own affairs as to which
course is considered the proper one for
ail concerned.

An opportunity to compare the two
methods seems likeiy to be furnished
by the dissolution, of the New Haven
system row under way, and by the
course which will probably follow the
intimaiioti by the 'government that the
ownership of the Norfolk & "Western
railway stock by the Pennsylvania
railroad and affiliated companies is
legaily open to question. The New
Haven system is proceeding under
the pian of aiding wherever possible
in the readjustment of the situation
without resort to the courts. It is
manifesting a willingness to comply
with the law under the proper safe-
guard of its property. The attitude of
the Pennsylvania system is that it is
desirous of obeying the law but be-

lieving that its holdings are legal and
larking the authoritative determination
by the courts, it has decided that
it will cooperate with the department
if any action is found necessary, in
securing- a determination by the su-

preme court of the United States. The
outcomes in these two important cases
are likely to be of much importance
in future railroad conduct.
